Henry Hawley, chief curator 
of later Western art, has organized this exhibition of the most 
recent additions to the Museum’s Norweb Collection of French 
ceramics. Included are mid-eighteenth century soft-paste 
porcelain and faience wares, among them some rare Chinoiserie and 
trompe I’oeil pieces. Exhibited with them are paintings, prints, 
and drawings of the period. Through June 3, 1984. 

Prints and Drawings Galleries: FRANK STELLA: PRINTS 1967-1982. 

The 81 prints in this exhibition illustrate the development 
of Stella’s work in lithography, etching, engraving, woodcut, 
and screenprinting from 1967 to 1982. Through February 5, 1984. 
Upper Special Exhibition Area: PORTRAITURE: THE IMAGE OF THE 
INDIVIDUAL. This exhibition draws from the Museum’s collection 
more than 75 outstanding examples of portraits from many 
cultures and periods. Through January 22, 1984. 

Prints and Drawings Galleries: dIiRER: GERMAN MASTER PRINTMAKER. 

More than 90 of Durer’s (1471-1528) engravings, woodcuts, and 
etchings, selected by Jane Glaubinger, assistant curator of prints 
and drawings. This is the second of three exhibitions focusing 
on master prints from the Museum’s collections. Through 
January 8, 1984.
